But when the choicest fruits of the gold rush had 
y ielded themselves to the adventurous, the ex­ 
citement subsided . . . and “ gold” of another 
source— products of a rich soil nurtured by kind­ 
ly climate— built up California.

“ gold” than all that mined in the state since the 
day s of ’49 . 


The orange was introduced into California by 
the Spanish fathers, but it was not until the mid­ 
dle nineteenth century that it was produced com­ 
mercially , and then only in a small way . 
When in 1886 the shipping of citrus fruits in 
refrigerator cars proved successful, the orange 
industry was on its way . 
By the turn of the cen­ 
tury , California was shipping almost 6,000,000 
boxes annually . . . an amount to be multiplied 
by seven since then. 


In October, 1885, another important factor in 
the industry ’s growth had its inception: the Or­ 
ange Growers Protective Union of Southern Cali­ 
fornia, as the first cooperative marketing plan for 
citrus fruits, was organized. 
It was reorganized

Exchange. 
In that y ear Southern California ship­ 
ped only 5000 cars— and thought it had "over­ 
production.” 
And in 19 08 the industry faced 
disaster with a bumpier crop of 17,636 cars! 
What has developed since then is well known in 
the history of citrus . 
. and advertising. 
Or­ 
anges were good to eat 
. . and good for health. 
It was a matter of telling the public about them. 
In a normal y ear, now 100,000 cars are shipped 
and the consumer is ready to buy . 


Thus from a few trees that could supply only 
California, the orange industry has expanded un­ 
til today the fruit is shipped to virtually every 
country in the world . . . its production fur­ 
nishes a livelihood for over 200,000 people, pay s 
some $ 30,000,000 a y ear for labor. 
With fifty 
or more by -products, the orange crop last y ear 
was valued at $ 61,000,000.
